This is a measure which permits 
towns which happened to be situated 
nn both sides of a provincial boundary 
line to adjust school and municipal 
taxes so that fair distribution will be 
achieved on both sides of the boun¬ 
dary line. Mr. Enzenauer’s amend¬ 
ment applies to a particular case in 
the town of Lloydminster which ip. si¬ 
tuated on both sides of the lin^>e- 
tween Alberta and Saskatchewan. The 
amendment provides for equitable dis¬ 
tribution of school taxes in the dis¬ 
trict, and a parallel amendment is be¬ 
ing introduced in the present session 
of the Saskatchewan legislature.

An English jury trying a libel suit 
lound the words complained of were 
true in substance and in fact but that 
they were defamatory and unfair, and 
that the plaintiff was entitled to 400 
pounds damages. The trial judge 
held that the jury in finding the words 
true had admitted the plea of justi¬ 
fication and he, therefore, gave judg¬ 
ment for the defendant. 

There used to be a saying to the 
effect that the greater the truth the 
greater the libel, and even if it be 
lawful at all times to tell the truth, 
it is hot always expedient or neces¬ 
sary. If a person has committed an 
offence for which he has been punished 
and has made atonement, it is neither 
necessary nor fair to him to keep re¬ 
calling the fact, thus making it more 
difficult for him to live it down. We 
all profess to believe that truth is 
mighty and will prevail, but there are 
few of us who want the whole truth 
told about ourselves. Even those who 
proclaim in public that they are sin¬ 
ners, have no desire to have their par¬ 
ticular sins enumerated and specified.

Of these, 904 
are women, 102 are farmers and 200 
are trustees and executors . The total 
number of shareholders of the Bank 
of Nova Scotia is 3,667. Of these, 
2,841 own 25 shares or less, and there 
are 2,061 holders of 10 shares and 
under. An analysis of the vocations 
of the shareholders has not been 
made, but the statement is made on 
authority that a large number are 
farmers.

The Flood Cate for the Little Bow 
Irrigation System, which has been un¬ 
der construction since last fall is now 
completed and ready for service when 
the balance of the ditch work and 
excavations are finished, The Gate is 
a nice little piece of masonry, having 
six iron horizontal draw doors of 
about three feet in width with open¬ 
ings of about three feet each. They 
are operated from above by individual 
screws and can be opened and closed 
at will. The entire gate itself is 
about twenty feet in width with a 12- 
foot concrete wall extending eighty 
feet to the east, and a similar short 
wall to the west. It has the appear¬ 
ance of a substantial structure and 
will serve the purpose for which it 
was constructed. The work was ac¬ 
complished this winter, under trying 
conditions at times, on account of the 
frozen condition of the ground. Dyna¬ 
mite was used to break up the ground 
and add in the digging of the founda¬ 
tion work. The work, situated as it 
is, just to the east of the traffic 
bridge, is at the mouth of the small 
natural channel to the Little Bow. 
The completion of the other work, the 
digging of the ditch, will be under¬ 
taken at once by Mr. Fogarty of Leth¬ 
bridge, whose crew is now encamped 
here and two cars of equipment are 
already on the tracks for use on the 
job. About two miles of digging will 
be done and the ^-ork is expected to 


From the small beginning of 116,000 
capital voted teven years ago the gov¬ 
ernment of the province of Alberta 
has made a profit of $2,608,516.74 on 
the handling of liquor for medicinal 
purposes. Of this amount $1,941,769 
has been paid over to the provincial 
treasurer, w-hile $663,187 is represent¬ 
ed in stocks paid for out of profits; 
these stocks are in the vendors’ stores 
in Edmonton and Calgary. These fig¬ 
ures are revealed in a return made by 
the attorney-general in answer to 
questions asked by Hon. C. R. Mit¬ 
chell. 

Aliberta last year sold liquor to the 
extent of $1,624,808 and made a profit 
thereon of $491,657. It was the third 
largest year’s business since the gov¬ 
ernment has been dispensing liquor. 

The following figures show the sales 
and profits since July 1, 1918:

BOUNTIES IN OIL 


Mr. Coote (member for Macleod): 
I would urge upon the minister the ad¬ 
visability of changing the specific gra¬ 
vity tests under which the bounty is 
paid. In Alberta the oil wells are 
drilled under very great difficulties. 
They are a long distance from the 
plants where the machinery and weil 
casing are made, and the expense of 
putting down some of those wells runs 
into many thousands of dollars. I 
am sorry I have not the figures here. 
The wells are also very deep, in many 
cases reaching over three thousands 
feet. I think these facts should be 
taken into consideratibn when compar¬ 
ing Alberta wells with the Ontario 
I ante told that the Ontario

10. The stock seed used must be 
either registered or stock seed ap¬ 
proved by a committee appointed by 
the Provincial Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture. Seed to be approved should be 
sent to the Department of Agriculture 
to allow plenty of time for approval 
of same before seeding (minimum of 
one pound will be required for this 
purpose). 

11. The prizes will, be based: 35 
per cent, on the award of the judges 
for standing seed crop, and 66 per 
cent, on the aiward of judges for the 
cleaned seed. 

12. The cleaned seed must be judg¬ 
ed before March 1, 1924, either on the 
premises of the competitor or at the 
cleaning and storing centre, in case 
one has been provided in the district. 


SEED GRAIN SUPPLY 


There is sufficient wheat and oats 
in the province to supply the demand 
for see^l this spring, according to in¬ 
formation given the department of 
agriculture, says Hon. Geo. Hoadley, 
minister of agriculture, in a state¬ 
ment issued tp the newspaper this | 
week. The statement is as follows: 

“On Friday last, Mr. Craig, deputy 
minister of agriculture, at my request, 
went to Calgary and interviewed the 
Calgary Grain - Exchange.' At this 
meeting, most of the grain companies 
and commission men were represented. 
He took up with them the matter of 
supply of seed grain for farmers and 
was advised that in their opinion the 
various companies had sufficient 
wheat and oats to satisfy the probable 
demand. 

“It developed that a number of 
these companies were getting anxious 
about, their stocks, as very few seed 
orders ore coming in, and they feel 
that unless orders are placed at an 
early date, they will be compelled to 
sell to the mills or ship the grain out 
of the ■ province. It was suggested | 
that some local organization, prefer¬ 
ably the U.F.A. or municipal council, 
should undertake to consolidate the 
orders of farmers at local points and 
order' from the grain companies in 
carload lots, thus saving the less than 
carload rate on small lots. Mr. Craig 
was also informed that all of the 
grain companies in the province have 
some seed for sale, a considerable 
amount of which is in the local ele¬ 
vators throughout the province. 

“He was also advised that it

wells are comparatively shallow and 
that the drilling apparatus needed for 
them is very much cheaper. In Al¬ 
berta a lot of men have had to give up 
drilling operations because of the 
great expense involved. I think the 
minister should take into considera¬ 
tion these facts, and either change 
the specific gravity test s6 that the 
Alberta oil wells may get the benefit 
of the bounty, or else do away with 
the bounty. I was told by an oil oper¬ 
ator that some of these oil wells miss 
coming under the provisions of the 
bounty by only a very slight percent¬ 
age in the specific gravity test, and it 
seems to. be very unfair that the Al¬ 
berta oil men should be deprived of 
this assistance bearing in mind the 
very great disadvantages they are 
laboring under. In my opinion this is 
a case where the law needs revising, 
and if the government wishes to en¬ 
courage the oil industry in Alberta it 
should make the change which we are 
suggesting. 

Mr. Ribb: Regarding the observa¬ 
tions of my hon. friend from Macleod 
(Mr. Coote), the Department of Trade 
and Commerce has only the adminis¬ 
tration of the act, which was passed 
in 1904; but I can see from what my 
hon. friend has said that there is rea¬ 
son for looking into the matter. Pos¬ 
sibly some revision of the act is re¬ 
quired, and we shall give that very 
careful consideration.

The following from The Herald, 
published at Bellingham, Washington, 
refers to the husband of a daughter 
o#-Mr.< and Mm Lars Hanson, who is 
at present visiting with her parents 
here. Mr. Anderson, the subject of 
this article, is known to many here¬ 
abouts, having recently been a visitor 
to the community. 

“Preleminary plans are now going 
forward in this city for an impressive 
public ceremony, when the Belgian 
Croix de Gueire will be pinned on the 
breast of Sergeant Oliver Anderson, 
former world war hero and resident of 
Bellingham. An announcement was 
made to this effect this afternoon by 
Mayor E. T. Mathes. Young Ander¬ 
son is now visiting in Canada but is 
expected to return here in March. The 
ceremony will be held then. Colonel 
Dockery has consented to come to this 
city, and he will be accompanied by 
the Belgian consul and other civic and 
international dignitaries from Seattle. 

“Anderson id already the possessoi 
of- the Distinguished Service Cross, 
(D.S.C.) pinned on him some time ago 
by General John Pershing, oomman- 
der-in-chief of the American Expedi¬ 
tionary forces, and the French Croix 
de' Guerre from the French military 
authorities. Anderson served twenty 
months as a member of Company L, 
362 Infantry, and was overseas 
throughout American participation in 
the war. He was decorated for excep 
tional bravery by General Pershing at 
Paris at the close of the war. This 
act took place on the morning of Oc¬ 
tober 31, 1918. And the wording of 
the honor scroll presented with the 
medal, reads as follows: ‘Sergeant An¬ 
derson and another soldier attempted 
to stop the machine gun fire of the 
enemy when a destructive fire poured 
into his platoon, wounding his lieute¬ 
nant, his platoon sergeant and several 
others. The two men left the shell 
hole and single-handed, killed the 
machine gunners, enabling the entire 
American line to advance. This took 
place near Steenbrugge, Belgium.’ 
Anderson was farming in Montana 
when America entered the w«rr and 
left from Wolf Point. 

“He will be unable to be present at 
the ceremonies. The presentation an¬ 
nouncement will be made, it is believ¬ 
ed, and the token of bravery sent to 
iuin in Canada."

A PRIZE HEN 


Hon. Mr., Greenfield has a resolution 
on tlie order paper urging that the 
provincial and federal governments 
co-operate to negotiate with the trans¬ 
continental railways for a freight rate 
that will place Alberta coal on the On¬ 
tario market in competition "with 
American coal. 

An act has been introduced by Hon. 
Mr. Brownlee to falicitate the borrow¬ 
ing of money by farmers for seed 
grain purposes. Under thik act, 
money loaned by mortgagees for seed 
grain in respect of land they already 
hold mortgages upon will form part 
of the debt secured by the orginal 
mortgage. " 

A bill amending the election act has 
been introduced by Mr. Davidson, 
member for Calgary. This provides 
for advanced polls in cities in the 
province three days previous to the 
regular election day, for the conve¬ 
nience of travelers and others who are 
compelled to be absent election day. 

Otlier acts which have been intro¬ 
duced include one to amend the school 
act, by Mr. Baker; one to amend the 
insanity act, by Mr. Reid; one respect¬ 
ing private bird sanctuaries, by Mr. 
Smith of Red Deer; one to amend the 
bills of sale act, by Mr. Brownlee; and 
one to amend the mothers’ pension act, 
by Mr. Brownlee. 

During the week a resolution sub¬ 
mitted by W. G. Johnston, Medicine 
Hat, was carried without dissent, and 
after a debate urging completion of 
various projected railway branch lines 
in the province. 

Over 30 creamery workers are re¬ 
gistered at the short oourse new being 
hold at the University at Edmonton, 
under the auspices of the dairy branch 
of the department of agriculture and 
the university. The students are tak¬ 
ing a keen interest in the course.
